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SNETHEN 


The  first  Snethen  name  known  to  appear  in  New  Jersey  was  that 
of  Joseph  Sneathen  (Sneethin),  who  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of 
Joseph  Ware  of  Alloways  Creek,  Salem  County,  in  1711.  (March  28). 

However,  the  first  member  of  Snethen  family  whom  we  know 
very  much  about  is  another  Josephii.  Snethen,  born  that  same  year  of 
1711.  He  was  a  carpenter,  and  on  December  17,  1762,  he  bought  200 
acres  of  land  on  Cohansey  Creek  including  a  dam,  pond,  and  grist 
mill.  His  business  apparently  prospered,  for  in  1768,  he  built  a 
sandstone  house  on  the  property.  The  house  was  still  occupied  and 
in  excellent  condition  in  1962.  In  the  east  gable  is  a  shaped  stone 
bearing  the  date  and  initials  of  Joseph  and  his  wife,  Rachel. 

Joseph  was  evidently  a  much  respected  member  of  the  community, 
if  we  are  to  judge  by  the  great  number  of  wills  to  which  he  was  a 
witness  or  of  which  he  was  named  executor.  He  was  a  member  of  a 
jury  which  met  at  Bridgeton,  in  Cumberland  County,  on  June  26,  1778, 
to  hear  the  cases  of  44  citizens  who  were  accused  of  treason  during 
the  Revolutionary  War. 

JOSEPH  SNETHEN— —born _ died  September  25,  1788  in  his 

77th  year.  His  grove  in  the  Pittsgrove  Baptist  Church  yard*is 

marked  with  a  marble  tombstone.  Married  Rachel  _ .

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ANANIAS  SNETHEN - born  January  11,  1758;  died  June  16,  1792. 1  Married 

Phebe  Russel  on  November  3,  1778.  She  was  born  Feb.  18,  1758, 
died  April  30,  1790.  Ananias  remarried--his  will  leaves  a 
third  of  his  property  to  "my  well-beloved  wife,  Rebecca". 

Ananias  was  a  wheelwright  and  lived  in  Stow  Creek,  Cumberland 
County.  New  Jersey.  He  is  buried  at  the  Pittsgrove  Baptist 
Church^  in  Salem  County,  to  which  he  was  admitted  by  baptism 
on  August  15,  1780.  He  had  six  children,  only  two  of  whom 
survived  infancy: 

1.  Ananias  Snethen — born  May  13,  1779;  died  July  6,  1779 

2 .  Joseph  M.  Snethen — born  Sept.  H.,1781;  died  Feb.  12.  1836* 

Married  Sarah  Earnest  May  27,  1809.  Eight  children  born  to 

this  union. 

3.  Hosea  Snethen--born  November  17,  1783;  died  August  9,  1784- 

4.  A  daughter--born  July  20,  1785;  died  November  7,  1785

daughter  and  the  older  one  were  named,  but  the  Bible  page*  on 
which  these  births  were  recorded  is  so  old  and  tattered 
that  the  names  of  the  last  three  children  have  been  torn  off. 

The  name  of  the  son  born  November  5,  1787  (John)  has  been 
supplied  from  the  will.

His  will  is  dated  June  15,  1792. 

^According  to  "History  of  Glowcester,  Salem  &  Cumberland  Counties", 
by  Cushing  Thomas  and  Sheppard.  A  check  of  the  cemetery  by  Carl  M. 
Williams  failed  to  reveal  a  gravestone  bearing  Ananias’s  name. 


The  Bible  referred  to  is  an  Old  Testament,  King  James  Version, 
Printed  and  Published  in  Philadelphia  in  1806.  It  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  Mrs  James  D.  Snethen,  Davis  City,  Iowa.  (1962) 
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JOSEPH  M.  SNETHEN —  born  Sept.  11,  1781;  died  Feb.  12,  1836. 

Married  May  27,  1809  to  Sarah  Earnest,  daughter  of  George  and 
Hester  Earnest.  She  was  born  Sept.  21,  1790;  died  May  1,  1864. 
They  were  married  in  Salem  County,  New  Jersey.  The  family 
moved  to  Warren  County,  Ohio,  in  1835  or  1836.  They  had  eight 
children,  as  follows:

Frankfort,  Indiana  sometime  between  1845  and  1865.  They  had 
five  children/  Descendants  live  in  Indiana  and  Nebraska. 

3.  George  Ernest  Snethen--born  April  9,  1813;  died  January  14,  1898, 

Married  September  1,  1841  in  Ohio  to  Catherine  Starlin.  She 
was  born  Aug.  10,  1821;  was  confirmed  in  the  German  Lutheran 
Church  at  age  14  at  Oadcsheim,  Mouhibraun  Co.,  Wurtemburgh, 
Germany  by  the  name  of  Gottleife  Katrina  Stahl.  She  died  Feb. 

(or  March)  21,  1889.  They  lived  at  Lebanon,  Ohio,  where 
George  had  his  boot  &  shoemaking  shop.  He  made  wedding  boots 
for  each  of  his  sons  v'hen  they  married.  They  had  eleven 
children  and  many  descendents  widely  scattered  in  Ohio,  Tenn¬ 
essee,  South  Dakota,  Iowa,  California,  Missouri,  Arkansas  and 
Oklahoma . 

4.  Rachel  M.  Snethen — born  April  F2,  1815;  died  Feb.  20,  I860. 

Married  Feb.  4,  1836  to  Henry  Richer.  He  died  Nov.  29, 

1858,  aged  43yr,  7^io,  13  da.  They  had  eight  children*  and 
lived  near  Bradford,  Illinois. 

5.  John  Henrv  Snethen--born  January  25,  1819  at  Penn's  Grove,  New 

Jersey;  died  March  26,  1899  .  Married  Leah 

W.  Dalrimple,  probably  1841.  She  died  April  10,  1858,  aged 
39yn.  9^o.  9da.  Before  her  death,  she  had  chosen  another  wife 
for  him,  a  widow  with  a  nine  year  old  daughter.  They  were 
married  June  26,  1858  by  Peter  Sturms,  Methodist  Minister. 
Christina  C.  Jordan  Benedict  had  been  born  Feb.  21,  1832  at 
Bromfield,  New  York,  and  had  been  to  Californio  and  back 
during  the  gold  rush  with  her  first  husband  and  her  father’s 
family.  She  died  Feb.  3,  1917.  Both  'are  buried  at  Miller 
Cemetery  in  Missouri,  near  Pleasanton,  Iowa.  They  lived  near 
Bradford,  Illinois  until  1879  when  they  planned  to  move  to 
Lamoni,  Iowa  for  religious  reasons.  However,  due  to  a  mixup 
in  land  purchase,  they  ended  by  settling  in  Clay  twp . , 

Harrison  County,  Missouri.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Kewanee, 
Illinois  R.L.D.S.  Church  by  virtue  of  his  membership  in  the 
original  church  before  Joseph  Smith’s  death.  They  were  farmers. 
John  and  Christina  each  "had  a  daughter  by  their  previous 
marriages,  they  had  nine  more  childron  togethor,  and  adopted 
a  foster  son--twelve  children  in  all.  Their  descendents 
(  I  have  addresses  of  about  400)  live  in  Iowa,  Missouri  mainly; 
there  are  also  some  in  Oregon,  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  and  other 
states .

6.  Ananias  Sncthen — born  Oct.  12,  1822;  died  June  2,  1886;  buried 

in  lot  103  of  Sec.  D  South,  in  Henry  City  cemetery,  Henry, 
Illinois.  Married  in  Warren  County,  Ohio,  Nov.  3,  1842  to 
Nancy  Garrison.  She  was  born  January  19,  1821  or  1822;  died 
Aug.  11,  1887.  They  lived  at  Henry,  Illinois,  where  Ananias 
was  a  carpenter  and  joiner,  chiefly  building  caskets  and 
coffins.  He  served  in  Co .  I  of  the  47th  Illinois  Regiment 
during  the  last  year  of  the  Civil  War.  They  had  two  children 
of  their  own,  and  raised  the  youngest  daughter  of  Ananias T 
sister  Rachel  Snethen  Richter.  They  had  no  direct  descendents 
but  those  of  their  foster  daughter,  Anna  Leah  or  Leah  Ann 
Richter  Rimer,  live  at  Henry,  Illinois  and  in  California.

married,  but  our  family  lost  track  of  him. 

8.  Henry  Hilyard  Snethen--born  June  21,  1827;  died  June  19,  1829. 
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JOHN  HENRY  SNETHEN 


He  was  born  at  Penn’s  Grove,  New  Jersey,  January  25,  1819,  and 

apprenticed  to  a  blacksmith  at  an  early  age;  but  left  it,  thinking 

it  to  be  injourious  to  his  eyes.  He  moved  to  Harrison  County, 

Missouri  from  Stark  County,  Illinois  in  1879. 

Children  of  John  Henry  Snethen  and  Leah  Dalrimple: 

1.  Mary  Ann  Snethen--born  June  8,  184,2 ;  died  June  18,  1923;  buried 

at  Pleasanton,  Iowa.  She  married  three  times,  but  had  no  children. 
Married  to  Bill  Pratt  in  Illinois,  divorced.  Married  to  Obe  Dunn; 
they  lived  in  Corning,  Iowa,  and  were  attendents  at  the  marriage 
of  Charles  F.  Snethen  and  Clara  Barker  in  1877,  and  sold  them  the 
80  acres  of  land  with  which  Charles  and  Clara  started  farming.  Obe 
died  at  Corning.  Lather,  Mary  Ann  married  John  Smith.  They  were 
both  buried  at  Pleasanton,  Iowa,  but  only  John’s  name  has  been 
carved  on  the  tombstone.  Mary  Ann  has  been  described  as  a  person 
with  very  decided  opinions,  who  ’’when  she  was  good,  was  very,  very 
good,  but  when  she  was  bad,  she  was  horrid”.

His  first  marriage  was  to  Harriet 
Seymour  on  March  21,  1886,  They  had  seven  children;  she  died 
on  March  11,  1920.  He  later  married  Mrs  Mary  Agnes  Strong,  Feb, 

7,  1924,  but  they  were  separated  in  1929.  William  Boswell  was 
raised  in  this  home  after  the  death  of  his  mother  in  1916. 

’’Uncle  Joe”  raised  registered  cattle  and  worked • to  make  his  form 
a  showpiece.  In  manhood,  he  wore  a  beard  to  prtoect  his  tender 
skin,  and  this  increased  his  resemblence  to  an  Old  Testament 
Prophet--a  role  for  which  his  stern  discipline  and  unbending 
righteousness  well  fitted  him.  In  later  years,  he  lived  in  the 
J.  D.  Snethen  household,  and  kept  a  well-appoint ed  workshop  and 
rabbit  hutches  v.hich  were  great  attractions  for  children.*:

Married  January  25,  1886  to  Earnest  Benedict  Hamilton.  He  was 
born  March  5,  1857,  and  died  October  27,  194-0.  The  Hamiltons 
and  the  Flanagans  (see  below)  were  Catholics  and  this  family 
remained  in  this  faith.  They  moved  to  Oklahoma  and  lived  at 
Stroud.  yNLne  children.* 

9.  Sarah  P.  Snethen--born  November  29,  1871;  died  September  12, 

194-5.  Married  January  25,  1890  to  Grant  Jones.  He  was  born 
September  3,  1865  and  died  June  21,  1954.  Both  are  buried  in 
Hose  Hill  Cemetery  in  Lamoni.  They  had  thirteen  children,  and 
so  great  was  Grant’s  respect  for  education  (though  he  could 
barely  read,  himself)  that  ten  of  the  eleven  who  lived  attended 
Graceland  College,  and  many  went  on  to  other  colleges  to 
receive  advanced  degrees.* 

10.  James  Doyle  Snethen--born  September  27,  1875,  at  Eradford, 

Stark  County,  Illinois;  died  April  28,  1961.  He  is  buried  at'  * 
Hose  Hill  Cemetery  in  Lamoni,  Iowa.  He  was  married  December  22, 
1897  to  Mary  Prudence  Flanagan.  She  was  born  April  25,  1878, 

in  Marion  County  Kentucky,  near  Lebanon.  They  were  married 
near  Akron,  Missouri,  at  the  home  of  Justice  of  the  Peace,

She  was  a  sister 
of  Mary  Prudence  Flanagan,  and  both  girls  were  nieces  of 
Earnest  Benedict  Hamilton  (see  above)  Susie  was  born  August  9, 
1881,  and  died  March  28,  1916,  the  day  after  the  birth  of  their 
ninth  child.  William  Hosea  was  the  son  of  Sarah  Ann  Boswell. 
Sarah  Ann  later  married  Zeri  Jordan,  a  brother  of  Christina. 

One  day  Hosea  Snethen  (above)  was  visiting  them,  and  Will  was 
out  in  the  yard,  crying  over  some  real  or  imagined  grievance. 
Hosea  asked  if  he  wouldn’t  like  to  come  home  with  him  to  live. 
Will  said  ”yes”  so  Hosea  carried  him  home  piggy  back,  and  he 
became  a  member  of  John  Henry’s  family  although  his  name  was 
never  changed.  Will  and  Jim,  only  two  years  apart  in  age,  and 
married  to  sisters  were  always  close.

12.  Elvira  Viola  Benedict — born  February  2, '1849;  died  January  1, 

1939*  She  was  the  daughter  of  Christina  by  her  previous 
marriage.  She  was  married  twice  and  had  thirteen  children^in 
all.  First  to  Charles  Neuman  in  1867.  They  had  two  daughters. 

He  died  in  1870,  and  Elvira  married  Joseph  Boswell,  September 
16,  1871  in  Kewanee,  Illinois.  He  was  the  father  of  Sarah  Ann 
Boswell,  and  was  William  Hosea  Boswell’s  grandfather.  Eleven 
children  were  born  to  this  union.  Elvira  and  Joseph  moved  to 
near  Davis  City,  Iowa  about  the  same  time  as  the  John  Henry 
Snethen  family.
